Astley’s Amphitheatre—Mr. Batty, in his preparations for re-opening 
the Amphitheatre, at Easter, appears to have lost none of his enterpris- 
ing spirit, and he seems to have profited somewhat by metropolitan ex- 
perience. Whenthe Amphitheatre was rebuilt it was constructed from 
a model composed from the late Mr. Usher, the favourite clown. Mr. 
Batty has this season employed Messrs. Howard and Nixon to entirely 
remodel the interior, who have made most extensive and efficient altera- 
tions. The arena remains the same without either being extended or 
curtailed; but instead of the unseemly entrances that were formerly 
provided for the horses and 1iders, there are two spacious entries in the 
fashion of triumphal archways. The proscenium has been entirely 
changed in aspect. It is surmounted with, if we may be allowed the 
expression, a colossal blended armorial bearings, quartering the royal 
arms, the Albert arms, and the arms of thecity. ‘Lhe proscenium is 
supported by four splendid pillars of the composite order. The nest 
of boxes that formerly existed have been removed from under the canopy, 
and now there are only four boxes left, which are fitted up in a more 
ornamental style, two on each side, and under them are introduced the 
old-fashioned stage-doors. So far as regards this part of the house, the 
most prominent which attracts the eye of the visitor, the, improvement 
is immense. Then, with regard to the audience-part of the theatre, the 
alterations seem to have been equally judiciously executed. In the first- 
place, that wicker. work, omnibus-looking thing, which was called the 
royal box, and which was placed in the centre of the dress-circle has 
been entirely removed. The boxes have been brought forward three 
feet more into the audience part, and one seat has been removed to afford 
more convenience to the sitters. With regard to the side boxes, the 
lobby has been widened so as to afford plenty of room for three persons 
to pass instead of one, as was the case before, and the seats have been 
made much more commodious. The pit has also been remodelled, the 
space between the seats widened, and the elevation improved ; and the 
back seats have been sheltered by a screen, to prevent the annoyance 
from drafts or the noise of loungers. The arrangements for the galleries 
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have not been forgotten—an additional staircase has been put up, that 
the visitors of the different galleries are not brought into collision. A 
splendid new chandelier has been provided for the centre, and fourteen 
lustres added to the general illumination of the house. The fashion of 
the decoration pertakes of the French school of taste, that of the front of 
tha boxes may be designated illuminated arabesque of scroll work and 
flowers, forming something like a neat china pattern, on a large scale. 
We have no doubt the expense that has been lavished upon the place 
will be duly appreciated by the frequenters of the Amphitheatre.
